Collegeville lost one of its oldest 
and best-liked citizens when Broth- 
er David Schneider, C.PP.S., 80, 
was killed in an auto accident near 
Marion on Monday, April 28. 

He was en route to a building 
dedication at St. Charles Seminary, 
Carthagena, Ohio, along with Rev. 
Francis Rehberger, C.PP.S., pas- 
tor of Rensselaer’s St. Augustine’s, 
Rev. William Kramer, C.PP.S., 
chemistry instructor at .St. Jo- 
seph’s, and Brother Joseph Hrezo, 
a warehouse clerk at the college. 

Barber and Baseball Fan 
Brother Dave died of a crushed 
chest and internal injuries after 
arrival at Marion General Hos- 
pital, where the others were taken. 

At St. Joe, Brother Dave was 
a campus fixture, hardly ever seen 
without his big smile and word of 
greeting. He was a part of the col- 
lege scene for 63 years, 54 of those 
as campus barber and devoted fan 
of the Cincinnati Redlegs. 

Came To St. Joe In ’94 
*It was an old college joke that, 
for many Shears, Brother Dave also 
was the chief butcher of all the 
meat used at St. Joe. 

Brother Dave came to St. Jo- 
seph’s from Baden, Germany, in 
1894, at the age of 17 to study for 
the priesthood. At that time, St. 
Joseph’s was a seminary for stu- 
dents of th e priesthood. 

Buried at Carthagena 


He dropped these studies in 1899 
to enter the brotherhood and be- 
come a printer. He took the solemn 
promise as a Brother in 1902 at 
which time he began his career as 
a barber. 

Funeral mass for Brother Dave 
was held on Wednesday, April 30 
in the college chapel. He was bur- 
ied on Friday, May 2, at St. 
Charles Seminary in Carthagena, 
following ceremonies at the Sem- 
inary.
